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Earlier this month, nearly loo people 
were shot in Chicago in less than a week, 
pushing the number of shooting victims 
so far this year to more than 2,500 — about 
800 more than this time last year, accord- 
ing to data kept by the Tribune. The total 
for all of last year was 2,988. 

Between the afternoon of Aug. 5 and 
early Aug. ii, at least 99 people were shot 
in the city, 24 of them fatally At least nine 
people were killed last Monday alone, the 
deadliest day in Chicago in 13 years, accord- 
ing to Tribune data. (On July 5, 2003, 10 ho- 
micides were recorded, according to a Tri- 
bune analysis of police data.) Ten-year-old 
Tavon Tanner, who was shot in the back as 
he played on his front porch in Lawndale, 
was one of 19 people shot last Monday 

Last month, 65 people were killed in 
Chicago, a toll that pushed the number of 
homicides in the city at that time to nearly 
400. The total for all of last year was 490. It 
was the deadliest July since 2006, when 65 
homicides were also recorded, according to 
Chicago Police Department records. Po- 
lice Superintendent Eddie Johnson noted 
that the month was still lower than June, 
when 72 homicides were reported. 

At that halfway point of the year, homi- 
cides had jumped by 49 percent citywide, 
according to a Tribune report at the time, 
reaching levels unseen since the late 1990s. 
Shooting incidents have risen by even 
more, marking the third consecutive year 
of double-digit increases. 

While it doesn’t rank as the nation’s mur- 
der capital on a per-capita basis, Chicago is 
the runaway leader in the sheer volume of 
killings and shootings. New Yoik and Los 
Angeles don’t even come close. Through 
June 19, Chicago had more homicides than 
those two larger cities combined, records 
showed. The two combined had fewer than 
1,000 shooting victims during that same 
period, while Chicago had topped 1,900 — 
about 10 a day That rate has continued into 
August. 

A complex mix of factors is driving the 
violence, but much of the bloodshed can 
be linked to gang conflict over everything 
from petty disputes to control of drug deal- 
ing, as well as the splintering of gangs into 
smaller cliques fighting over a few blocks at 
a time and easy access to guns, experts say 

Yet there are deeper societal problems at 
play as well, including long histories of pov- 
erty, joblessness, segregation and neglect in 
these crime-ridden neighborhoods. 

The increased violence comes as the 
Police Department confronts an unprec- 
edented crisis that has Chicago cops under 
the harshest light. The U.S. Justice De- 
partment is leading a wide-ranging probe 
of police practices in the wake of a video 
showing a white officer shooting black teen 
Laquan McDonald 16 times. More recently. 
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the fatal shooting of i8 -year-old Paul O’Neal 
by a Chicago police officer has put additional 
scrutiny on the Police Department. 

According to a Washington Post article ear- 
lier this month, FBI Director James Comey 
who has publicly wondered whether increased 
scrutiny on police officers may be playing a 
role in homicide increases across two dozen 
big cities in the U.S, said this year that he was 
“very worried” about homicide increases. He 
expressed particular concern about killings 
largely grouped in certain areas away from 
tourists and busy business districts. 

“I worry very much it’s a problem that most 
of America can drive around,” Comey told re- 
porters during a briefing. He pointed out that 


the surge in violence in places like Chicago or 
Las Vegas was not necessarily visible around 
the areas frequented by tourists in those cit- 
ies, adding: “It’s . . . happening in certain parts 
of the cities. The people dying are almost en- 
tirely black and Latino men. We can’t drive 
around that problem.” 

Johnson, Chicago’s police superintendent, 
acknowledged that the same neighborhoods 
in Chicago have been taking the brunt of the 
gun violence. 

“We shake our heads and ask why some of 
our communities on the West and South sides 
are being held hostage,” he said at a news con- 
ference earlier this month.

COP’S SON SHOT, 
KILLED; CASE BEING 
INVESTIGATED AS 
MISTAKEN IDENTITY

The 19 -year-old son of a Chicago po- 
lice officer was shot and killed Sunday 
morning, hours before he was due to re- 
turn to college in New %rk, police and 
family members said. 

The shooting took 
place in Wrightwood 
on the Southwest 
Side just after mid- 
night, according to 
police. 

Neighbors in the 
2900 block of West 
82nd Street reported 
hearing several gunshots. Police arrived 
to find 1 9 -year-old Arshell Dennis and 
another man, 20, wounded by gunfire. 

Dennis and a hometown friend were 
hanging out on the front porch of a resi- 
dence when a gunman approached, pos- 
sibly from a vehicle, and opened fire, 
police officials said. 

Dennis was hit in the chest and taken 
to Little Company of Mary Hospital 
in Evergreen Park, where he was pro- 
nounced dead less than an hour after he 
was shot, according to the Cook Coun- 
ty medical examiner’s office. 

The 20 -year-old man was shot in the 
arm and side. He was taken to Advocate 
Christ Medical Center in Oak Lawn in 
serious condition. 

Police spokesman Anthony Gug- 
lielmi confirmed that Dennis’ father is 
a Chicago police officer. Officer ArsheU 
“Chico” Dennis and Superintendent 
Eddie Johnson once worked together as 
patrol officers, Guglielmi said. 

The younger Dennis, whom relatives 
called “Trey,” was a student at St.John’s 
University in New Tbrk City, according 
to his grandfather. 

Dennis’ death is being investigated 
as a case of mistaken identity, based on 
what detectives know about Dennis’ 
family about that block and about the 
neighborhood, according to Guglielmi. 

“There was nothing in the victim’s 
history that would suggest he is involved 
or associated in gangs, and he had no 
criminal record. Neither of the victims 
have criminal history or gang history or 
history with the CPD,” Guglielmi said. 

Detectives were canvassing the area, 
looking for video surveillance that 
could have captured the shooting. As of 
Sunday there was no description yet of 
the gunman.

Now Netflix is mining the burned-out 
tenements of 1970s Bronx for inspiration in 
“The Get Down.” Created by Baz Luhrmann 
(“Moulin Rouge!”, “The Great Gatsb/’) and 
Stephen Adly Guirgis, the 12-episode series 
follows a group of teens in 1977 as they come 
of age during hip-hop’s birth in New ^rk’s 
blighted outer boroughs. 

A feeling of discovery permeates “The Get 
Down,” and it’s perhaps because Luhrmann 
picked a subject that hasn’t yet been mined to 
death by film and TV Rock biopics have told 
the story of everyone from Jerry Lee Lewis 
to Joy Division, but hip-hop has been less ex- 
plored. It’s a younger genre, therefore its be- 
ginnings have only just started to become the 
thing that we miss. 

The series, which premiered Friday, comes 
on the heels of HBO’s widely panned “Vinyl.” 

Co-created by Martin Scorsese and Mickjag- 
ger, it was a record mogul’s wide-lapelled stroll 
through the dawn of punk rock in 1970s New 
York. “Vinyl” cost a reported $100 million to 
make and was canceled after one season. 

Cameron Crowe’s “Roadies” on Showtime 
was also recently released to Httle fanfare. It’s 
a starry-eyed look at the men and women be- 
hind the scenes who make the rock concert 
magic happen. Though it’s set in the pres- 
ent, the backstage culture of “Roadies” curi- 
ously resembles that of Crowe’s film ‘Almost 
Famous,” a movie also based in the boomer- 
beloved rock scene of the 1970 s. 

Both shows were scorned by critics and 
social media alike for relying on old cliches— 
groupies, drugs, mirrored sunglasses— rather 


than original storylines or complex charac- 
ters. Plus, no one really wanted to hear “It’s 
all about the music, man!” one more time, and 
both of the shows couldn’t stop saying it. 

The assumption that there would be a de- 
mand for such shows, however, is understand- 
able. Rock itself has been in an uninspired rut 
for some time as pop and EDM have replaced 
guitar, bass and drums as the music of choice 
for Millennial, and both series tried to rekin- 
dle the fire. Rock was popular music’s apex, 
they seemed to insist, so why move on? 

Which brings us to hip-hop. 

“The Get Down” has plenty of problems: 
pacing, messy storylines and stiff acting by 
new faces. But when it comes to capturing the 
spirit and essence of a critical era in music’s 
evolution, it works where “Vinyl” and “Road- 
ies” did not.
